- '~ THS OHHTSSS TAZ BILL. 



The people askcil for bread aud 
.the Governmeut have ^ven them a 
stone. The'Bill introduced on Friday 
entitled "An Act to provide for the 
better collection of Provincial taxes 
from Chinese," should bo entitled "An 
Act for the better evasion of the collec- 
tion of taxes" by that class. The Bill 
. provides for the imposition of a yearly 
tax of $60, payable half-yearly, on ev- 
ery Chinese person resident in the 
Province. Provision is made fof the 
appointment of collectors, and the pun- 
ishment of persons wilfully evading the 
provisions of the Act ; employers of 
; x^Ohinrae labor are required to furnish a 
""^'llst of the*Chincse persons in their em- 
ploy, and, in fact (clause 7), are made 
responsible for the paymout of the tax; 
the law providing tliat if there are no 
goods or chattels on tlio premises be- 
longing to the Chinese person who may 
. . . be ia default in the matter of the tax, 
. ^- J'ihdl any goods or chatteh/ound on the 
\-; •. premiseSy the property of or in Ihcjwssess- 
ion of any oihei' occupant of the ])rem- 
ises," MAY BE SEIZED AND SOLD 
FOR THE SATISFACTION OF 
THE TAX. As if this monstrous piece 
of injustice 'vvere not sufficient to stamp 
the bill as it deserves to be stamped, 
section 8 provides furthoi" — that " any 
' Chinese j)erson who shall not have in 
his possession a licence lawfully issued 
to him, and (uii/ peraon ivho shall eniploi/ 
any Chinese person who has not in /tw 
posaeaaion a license lato/'ully issued to 
htm, shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit 
and pay a sum not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, and in default of imme- 
diate payment the amount of such pen- 
alty shall be levied by distress and sale 
of the goods aud chattels of the persons 
contravening tlie provisions of this Act, 
or if sufficient distress be not found, 
shall be liable to be imprisoned, with 
or without hard labor, for any period 
not exceeding two montlis and not less 
than one month. " These clauses contain 
the greatest absurdity that v.-as ever 
inserted in an Act of Parliament. Wo 
shall suppose the forty or fifty Chinese 
■workmen at the Belmont factory to bo 
defaulters in the matter of the tax. 
According to the sections quoted above 
their employers will be held re- 
sponsible and their tools and ma- 
terial, summarily seized and sold to 
satisfy their employes' indebtedness, 
Then if an employer, in perfect good 
faith, accepts tlie services of a Chinese 
person who holds a fraudulent licence, 
the employer is liable to a iiue of ijlOO 
with the alternative of the distress aud 
sale of his goods and chattels ! Now, 
•wo ask any candid, unprejudiced jjer 
son if the Bill (if it be not a mockery) 
is not an attempt to render legal the 
collection of a Chinese tax from white 
men ? In clause 13 it is provided that 
" every Chinese person who neglects, 
refuses, or is unable to take out the 
said half-yearly license shall bo liable, 
at the instance of the collector, to per- 
form labor on public roads and 
works in lieu tliercof." So that 
his employer having been dealt 
with summarily under sections 7 
and 8, tlie defaulter may be put on the 
roads to perform work in lieu of his 
r, 5 tax. This section, if enforced, will dc- 
" " feat the object of the Bill ' Itself and 
■will set at defiance the unanimous re- 
solution of' the House of Wednesday, 
which resolution expresses tho opinion 
that no Chinese should be omployed on 
the public works of tlie Province. 
. What Tvould be the. consequence of the 
Bill becoming law 1 All the roadwork 
■would be performed by Chinese labor, 
the Government having tlie pleasant 
satisfaction of feeding the Mongolian 
while the work is going on and "John" 
tho satisfaction of knowing that his 
" board is paid by the Government, 
■whilst he, having worked out his li- 
cense, and kept a white man out of a 
job, has his eyes wide open for the first 
chance that may offer. Clause 17 
authorizes the toll collectors at Yale 
and Cassiar to close the gates against 
7 the passage of unlicensed Chinese. They 
"are not to pass through, but — they may 
go round. 

We have no hesitation in saying that 
the Bill under discussion is not intend- 
ed to become law. Notliing so incon- 
gruous, so monstrously unjust aud ab- 
surd, could run the gauntlet of tho 
" master minds " at Ottawa : even 
should it escape tho legal eye of tlio 
Lieut. -Governor, -ivhicli is not probable. 
The Bill — should it pass the House — 
will bo laughed at at Ottawa as a piece 
of stupidity or cla])trap, intended to 
hoodwink the workingmen ; for it is 
based neither on common sense nor 
common la-w. What was wanted was 
a plaini practicable meas^ure, not unlike 
tho Queensland Act, which is in force 
there and which has contributed to 
greatly decrea.se the jiopulation of the 
Chinese at tho gold lields. Our Gov- 
ernment seem to have ■ft'ilfully misun- 
derstood the problem that was entrust- 
ed to them to solve. The only way to 
keep the Chinese out is not to let them 
in. Once in, under the Bill before us, 
they became wards of the Government, 
for are they not to be provided with 
work on the roads for their board 1 



THE CHINESE AITO THE DYSINa 
ACT. 

Our contemporary asks wliy the late 
government did not insert a clause in 
the Derby Bill to exclude Chinese labor 
from the dyking works on Fraser river. 
We answer, for many reasons — because 
tho bill ■was a private one and being 
such the government could not interfere 
as a government. Everyone knows 
that a private bill is subjected to a mOst 
critical examination before tho standing 
committee on private bills, and the pro- 
moters and opponents of the measm'e 
.are alike allowed the fullest latitude to 
represent their respective views and 
Jnterests. After full consideration the 



committee reports the measure to the 
House moulded in accordance with tlio 
requirements of the cas^and no changes 
other than those of a mosli tri^nal char- 
acter are permitted. Now it ought not 
to be necessary to inform the organ that 
members of a ministry have less to do 
•with a jirivate bill than any other mem- 
ber of the House. A Cabinet Llinister 
cannot, under parliamentary rules, sit 
as a member of a private bill committee. 
A Cabinet minister cannot introduce or 
take charge of a jirivate bill. The bill 
in question •^vas introduced by Mil. AiiM- 
STUONU, a political bed-fellow of Mk. 
Walkem. It was for n-ceks in the 
hands of the private bill committee of 
which Mr. Waikem -was chairman. It 
■(vas reported to the House by SIr. 
AValkeji ■without any anti Chinese 
clause having been inserted, and neither 
Mil Walkem nor ]Ma. AnMSTROXo, nor 
any member of the then opposition 
party, ever suggested the insertion of 
such a clause. It is refreishing to see 
the impotent attempt of the Standard 
to fasten tho responsibility of the omis- 
sion of tlio anti-Chiueso clause on tho 
Elliott Goveniment and The Colonist, 
when if any members are entitled to bo 
singled out o£ the House aud blamed 
they are tho Standard's idol Mr. Wal- 
KEii and the ex-inembor, ;^^r. W J. 
AIl5ISTU0^•a. It may not be amiss, on 
the other hand, to inform the Standard 
that at one time, in order to permit tho 
•work to be commenced before the meet- 
ing of tho House last session, negotia- 
tions were going on between Mr. Derby 
and the Governmoiit with a view to ef- 
fecting a contract without waiting for a 
private bill, aud if arrangements had 
been conipletod on that basis a chiuso 
in the contract would have been insert- 
ed to limit, if not prohibit, the employ- 
ment of Chinamen on tho works, and 
that •\vitli Mr. Di?ri3y's consent, he liav- 
ing expressed his willingness to be sub- 
jected to such a condition. The change 
in tho modo of procedure to accomplish 
the. object removed tho whole affair out 
of the hands of the Elliott Government, 
and the result was that through Mr. 
Walkem's connivance tho clause was 
omitted from the Bill. 



Bonjamln Ermtor's Orime, Trial, 
ajid Oonvietioa. 



Ono of the jiiost remarkable of recent 
trials for murder has readied its end 
in the couviction of Benjamin Hunter 
of murder in the first degree. A liund- 
dred and sixty 'witnesses have been 
examined, there have been many sensa- 
tional and exciting effects in the develop- 
ment of a .singularly improbable story, 
and the legal talent lias been notable, 
both on the part of the prosecution and 
the defence — Attorney Jenkins being 
opposed by ex-Secretary Bobeson and 
the redoubtable Col. J. M. Scovel. 

The murder occurred in the early 
evening of the 23d of last January on 
Vine-street, Camden, N. J. No person 
sa^vv it except the murderer or murderers, 
but its victim •svasshortly afterward found 
with, three mortal "wounds in his head, 
any of them mortal, and "was discovered 
to be Johij M. Armstrong, a music 
printer ai.J teacher of Philadelphia. 
He was taken to his home and died on 
the 'Second morning after. A iiammer 
and a hatchet, with the letters "F.W. 
D." cut in the handle of each, were 
found; tliis inscription, and the fact that 
lie was in Armstrong's debt, caused the 
arrest of Ford. W. Davis, who lived on 
Vine-street, and had been visited by 
Armstrong only the day before; but 
he and a former partner of his in busi- 
ness were only held a fewdaya Next 
Benjamin Hunter, a friend and busi- 
ness associate of Armstrong's, past 
middle age, and then Tliomas Graham, 
a hard-drinking fellow about 30 years 
old, were also arrested. After sundry 
contradictory statements, Graham made 
one' -which he has stuck to ever since, 
a narrative so extraordinary that it is 
no •wonder Mr. Robeson sliould have 
been reminded by it of Italian tales, 
or tho plots of tho elder Dumas. 

Graham confessed to a share in the 
murder, but only as the hired bravo of 
a man of •wealth and position, tho abo^-e- 
mentioned Hunter, who had not only 
planned the crime, but was present and 
completed it in a way that really render- 
ed Graham superfluou.s — except, it 
would seem, for the purpose of betray- 
ing him. Hunter was a mauufacturer 
of ranges and heaters, in whose service 
as apprentice Graham had spent some 
ten years, only leaving it a few years 
ago when Mr. Hunter retired from the 
business. Last December his old em- 
ployer, ho says, mot him in the street 
one Sunday, and after a little friendly 
chat took him into a side street and 
said, "I •want John Armstrong killed. 
I want you to do it. I will give you 
$500. If you don't do it you are no 
friend of mine." Nothing could be 
more matter-of-fact than thi.s, unless it 
■was Graham's answer — "All right" — as 
if it were a pig-sticking at the most. 
Graliani described the murder in which 
ho helped Hunter" His story was 
strange; hot it was strongly supported 
by evidence that left not a loophole of 
escape. 

In addition, Benjamin Hunter was 
shown to have a possible motive for the 
murder. He had once been in business 
witii Armstrong and now held his notes 
for §7,000. To .secure liis debt he had 
taken out policies on Armstrong's life 
to the amount of §26,000. This was 
with Armstrong's consent, but in each 
case, according to the insurance otlicers, 
Armstrong considered the amounts too 
high, though they ^id no^, attention to 
that. \ ] • 

In the course of the la-ial, though 
Hunter recei^v^ed a' •vi'ohedrful goo^ 
character for kindness and honour, it 
was made apparent that he was in real- 
ity a man of desperate practices, and 
almost devilish cruelty. In the court- 
room during tho trial sat a young man 
remarkablyJike the prisoner. He was 
HunteV's illegitimate son, and he 
carried a bible with him, containing 
a letter addressed by Hunter to his 
mother, in •which Hunter proposed to 



murder the child. It was also stated, 
but not called in evidence, that when 
Hunter called on Armstrong as he 'lay 
dying, he attempted to open the wounds 
on his head. The cuttmg of the initials 
of Davis on the -\veapona used was also 
a deliberate attempt to fasten tho guilt 
on an innocent man, who was pointed 
out by Hunter as a suspicious character. 

No -wonder that the jury, ^-without 
consultation, had become unanimous in 
the verdict of "guilty of murder in the 
highest degree." 

TiiK LastOcea.v Horror. — The Coos 
Bay, Oregon, News of tho 17th has the 
foUo-kving report from the Captain of the 
schooner Parallel, which arrived at that 
port from San Francisco: The Parallel, 
on the 7th instant in latitude 39 deg. 
42 mill., longitudo 130 deg. 56 miu., at 
4 A. M., sighted a junk, or Japanese 
vessel adrift. A boat was lowered and 
the strange vessel boarded, when a 
terrible sight met the boarders. Not a 
soul was aboard; but a number of corpses 
of Orientals who had probably been 
dead at least a month. There w as no 
footl aboard, and some of the bodies had 
been shackeled together, doubtless hav- 
been crazed for want of food or water 
and fastened by their comrades. Fin- 
ally, doubtless, all died of starvation. 
Some of tho bodies wero ' well dressed, 
and a lot of nno silk ladies' wearing 
apparel •\vas brought off tho wreck by 
the sailors, all made up in Oriental 
style. The -stench of de(».ying bodies 
was sucli as to prevent a thorough 
inspection of the vessel; but a lot of 
Japanese writing is in the possession of 
Cajitain Nelson, which may throw 
some light on the subject.

Yeatbrday we had the pleasure of a call 
from Mr. Edwin Russell, who for many 
years was connected with the Bank of 
British Columbia, and who was one of the 
pioneers of Cariboo, leaving opened the 
first agency of the bank in that country in 
18C3. Mr. Russell, wlio has boon in San 
Francisco for somo months past, has boon 
■watching tho quartz developments in Cari- 
boo with a good deal of interest, and has 
given much careful study to the various 
f , modern practical methods of treating re- 
hollioua gold ores in California. He has 

• formed a syndicate in San Francisco com- 
posed of a few English gentlemen for the 
purpose of t!^king maoliinery to Cariboo 

» • and giving tho lodges a practical milling 
test. The mill to be used has lately ar- 
rived from England) and tjs known as 
Patterson's elephant ore stamp. It is of 
comparatively recent uivention and Ims 
1 ■ worked very successfully in Cornwall on 
tin ores (which are tough ores to treat) 
and is endorsed, by somo of the 
largest mine-ownors in that country as 
being efficient, practical, and requiring 
but little power, with a crushing cafjacity 
of one ton per hour and upwards, equal to 
a 12-staihp mill of ordinarj' construction.

paragraph of the Terms of Union, along 
said lino of Railway, beginning at English 
Bay on Burrard Inlet, and following the 
Fraser River to Lytton ; thence' by the 
valley of tho Rivor Thompson to Kam- 
loops ; tlionco up tho valley of tho North 
Thompson, passing near tho lakes Albroda 
and Cranbcriy' to Tote Jaune Cache ; 
thence up tho valley of tho Eraser Rivor 
to the summit of Yellow Head or boun- 
dary between British Columbia and tho 
North-west Territories. And whereas it 
has been deemed advisable that tho land 
within tho limits, and in the direction 
aforesaid, should bo reserved prior to a 
conYoyance being made thereof, public 
noti%) is, therefore, hereby given, that 
from and after this date tho land above- 
mentioned is reserved accordingly for 
railway piurposes.' "

The J udge refused to 
allow Rugg's claim so far as it was for 
riding horses, but awarded him .£5 for 
expenses for training tlio horses.

Ingenious Thief Trap. — A Paris 
wine merchant has sot an ingenious 
trap for thieves in the cellar.

Dr. Cromp- 
ton, who has made a study of the care 
of infants, gives some information of 
great importance to mothers in regard 
to the cause of tho common deformities 
known as bow-legs and knock-knees. 
He attributes the first-mentioned dis- 
tortion to a habit some young.sters de- 
light in of rubbing the sole of one foot 
against that of the other — some, as is 
is well known, will go to .sleep with the 
soles pressed together; they appear to 
enjoy the contact only when tho feet 
are naked, not attempting to make it 
when they are socked or slippered. The 
remedy, therefore, is simply to keep 
the cluld's soles covered. Knock-knees 
the doctor describes to a diflerent child- 
ish habit — namely, that of sleeping on 
tho side, with one" knee tucked in the 
hollow behind tho other, a custom 
familiar to the observation of most 
parents. Here the preventiveopresciibed 
is to pad the inside of the knees, so as 
to keep them apart, and let tho limbs 
grow freely their own way.
